Arthur Schlesinger comments:] 

Sclilesinger: I'd lilce to [two vrords unintelligible - "follow up"?] on this 

point. It seems to me the real question isn*t the propaganda effort on the part 
of the FBI but the extent to which they got avfay [apparently started to say "got away 
vd.th it," changed it to:] - it succeeded. I c€ui recall that, it seems to me as late as 
1954, Ray Tucker liad a piece in Collier's called "V/as -lington * s ITo. 1 Snoop," vfhiclwas a 
very funny, rather derisive piece about J . 3dgar Hoover. Somev/liere in the next feii years 
it became impossible to :.rite pieces about J. Sdgar Hoover entitled "Washington's No. 1 
Snoop " By the AO's and 50 's only a fev; journalists - Jimmy VTechsler, Iszy Stone - were 
really saying anytiiing critical at all. The great figures of iuaerican journalism v/ere 
silent as everybody else. The New Yorl: Times - I thinic you could go search the New York 
Times for years and find nothing critical of J. Sdgar Hoover. And I third: the reason for 

that wasn't the success of the mecnanisms vrhich Mr. Sherrill so well describes, but 
something deeper, and I would be intei^ested in comment on tliat. 

Moderator: Burke Marshall, did you ’.;ant to comment? 

Marsha^: Did j'ou v;ant me to comment?

And I wanted to laiovr whether he considered that point, 
whether that was an intentional omission, vrhethcr he thinks it would not be an appropriate 
charge against the Bureau, or hovr he would evaluate that.
